To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise to defray the cost of Town administration and 
salaries during the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise to defray the cost of Sigs the Public Safety 
Department during the ensuing year. 


Article 6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise to defray the cost of operating the Municipal 
Services Department during the ensuing year. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for donations for charitable purposes, services, 
associations, and recreation. 


Article 8. to see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate and raise for debt service of the Town for the ensuing year. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate for the purpose of purchasing a solid waste disposal truck 
and related equipment, and to determine whether such sums shall be 
raised by borrowing under the Municipals Financial Act or otherwise 
and pass any vote or votes relating thereto. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to abolish the Capital 
Reserve Fund and apply the amounts held in the Reserve Fund to a 
reduction of the Town tax levy in the current year. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the sale of the 
existing incinerator equipment and apply the proceeds to a reduction 
of the Town tax levy in the current year. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of 
the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as an offset against 
the amount appropriated under Article 5 to defray the cost of Police 
Department salaries. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
make application for, accept, and expend such Federal, State or other 
assistance as may be available for the purposes embraced in this 
warrant and pass any vote relative thereto.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
administer, lease, rent, sell and/or convey or otherwise dispose of 
any real estate acquired by Tax Collector's deed. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to establish a contingency 
fund to meet the cost of unanticipated expense during the ensuing 
year in an amount not to exceed one (1) per cent of the amount ap- 
propriated for Town purposes during 1974, all in accordance with RSA 
31:4 XLII. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, and to participate in the National Flood Insurance Program, 
on behalf of the Town, and to pass any resolutions pertaining thereto. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen in 
their discretion to change the Town’s accounting and budget year 
from a calendar year basis to a fiscal year from July 1 to June 30. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to approve the submission of 
a plan to the State Commisssion of Public Welfare to enable em- 
ployees to be covered under the Federal Insurance Contribution Act 
(Social Security). 


Article 22. To see what action the Town wishes to take relative to 
the control of dogs.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


REPORT TO TOWNS 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is 
controlled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the 
New Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire 
out-of-doors when the ground is not covered with snow must have a 
written permit signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to 
be kindled on land not owned by the person kindling the fire then he 
must have the permission of the landowner. No outdoor fires can be 
kindled between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. unless it is raining, without the 
additional approval of the District Forest Fire Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two 
decades. Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire became 
so dry in mid August that the Governor and Council, upon the 
recommendation of the State Forester, enacted a partial woodlands 
closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap 
Counties and a complete woodsland closure in Strafford and 
Rockingham Counties plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and 
Alton in Belknap County. Through the excellent cooperation of the 
citizens of our State no major forest fire occurred at any time during 
the year.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1974 


Once again the Conservation Commission must report an inactive 
year. It seems that the Commission is having a bit of trouble finding 
just what use it can be to this town, for most of the projects it has 
considered have been carried out successfully by other organizations- 
-particularly the Ski Touring Center of the Waterville Company and the 
WVAIA. There is certainly no desire on the part of the members to 
keep an extra committee alive if it has no contribution to make. 
However, the Property Owners’ Meeting voted in August to ap- 
propriate $500 for 1975 to be used for perennials, annuals, shrubs and 
trees, with the recommendation that planting be done under the 
supervision of the Conservation Commission. In view of the fact that 
the Commission may prove of value in this area and that it does have 
official ties with the State which would enable it to receive advice and 
possibly material assistance under some circumstances, it seems to 
us desirable to keep the Commission going for at least another year in 
order to determine whether it may be of service 


William Walsworth was appointed by the Selectmen to replace Pete 
Aydelott who resigned, and since both Bill and Margaret Ensor (the 
third member) are out of the Valley all winter, the Commission is 
likely to be active, if at all, only during the warmer months.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The new Waterville Valley Elementary School arose out of a very 
important and exciting idea. The school is now almost completed-- 
only playground equipment and some interior equipment remain to be 
purchased. The school is perhaps as beautiful as the architect’s 
renditions; however, we are lacking in a very basic ‘ingredient-- 
students. The projected 1975-76 enrollment is under 25. Such a small 
enrollment does not warrant the recommendation of three full-time 
teachers. We are planning on two full-time teachers plus an aide. This 
staff would be supplemented with specialists in art, music, and 
physical education. 


The per pupil costs of operating a school with such a small pupil- 
teacher ratio are relatively high and will, for obvious reasons, remain 
that way for some time. This year they are twice that of the State 
Average. 


The 1975-76 proposed budget contains few surprises. The basic 
increases are the principal and interest payments on the Bond. The 
estimated revenues are up from the 1974-1975 budget primarily due to 
30% State Aid on the annual principal payment and ‘the federal 
payment under PL 81-874.

EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1973-1974 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show 
the total amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the 
following quotation: ‘Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report of the total salary paid to the 
superintendent, showing in detail the amount paid by the state and 
each local school district, and their share of same. Said report shall be 
filed with the school board of each school district involved and shall 
be included in the annual report of the respective school district as a 
separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for each assistant 
superintendent, teacher consultant, and business administrators, if 
any is in service in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among the 
several school districts of the union on the basis of adjusted 
valuations. One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily mem- 
bership in the school for the previous school year ending June 30th. 

he salary of $16,500 which was received by the Superintendent of 
schools of Supervisory Union #48 during 1973-1974 was made up as 
follows: $2,500 paid by the State of New Hampshire and $14,000 was 
prorated among the school districts comprising the Supervisory 
Union. Allowance for $800 travel within the Union was also prorated as 
stated above. 

The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1973-1974 was 
made up as follows: $2,400 paid by the State of New Hampshire and 
$11,600 was prorated as stated above. Allowance for $1,200 travel 
within the Union was also prorated as stated above. The table below 
shows the portion of salary and travel charged to each school district:

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


Housed in spacious new quarters, the Waterville Valley Elementary 
School has experienced a year of extremes. In September the entire 
school, with an enrollment of 29, was located at the Snow’s Mountain 
Guest House, there to remain until late October. The cramped 
quarters and limited facilities of the building as a full time 
schoolhouse necessitated a search for more adequate ac- 
commodations until the new building reached completion. 


At this point the entire student-faculty body moved into the 
Campton Elementary School for a three-week stay of team teaching 
and team learning. The structured environment of this established 
school laid the groundwork for the students to become accustomed to 
functioning as a single unit working in one building, rather than as 
discreet groups in separate locations. A two-day sojourn at the Base 
Lodge preceded the final move into the new building on November 13, 
1974. 


There have been a number of innovative programs at the school 
this year. Notable among them are the science presentations made by 
Norman Harris, presently on sabbatical leave from his position as 
Director of the Elementary Science Center for the Needham, 
Massachusetts Public Schools. Concentrating on attitudinal changes 
toward learning in children, Mr. Harris uses innovative approaches in 
presenting science demonstrations to the school, encompassing a 
broad spectrum of natural and physical science. Residents of the 
Valley and students of the Tutorial School were invited to these 
presentations. 


An interesting offshoot of the program has been the preparation by 
a group of students of a travelling nature display and presentation 
with which they visited area schools. 


Emphasis in this year’s Curriculum has centered on establishing a 
routine and performance-expectations for the students that will in- 
volve an ongoing continuity. With the much needed erection of one 
central building comes the parallel need for establishment of a unified 
philosophy and goals which will supersede any internal changes 
within the school. Rather this philosophy will be the basis for the 
organization of the school. 
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Enrichment programs this year have included instruction by 
Specialists in the areas of Art, Music, and Physical Education. 
Cooking has been taught by the classroom teachers. Also, the school 
had participated again this year in the Waterville Company’s Ski and 
Skate Program on Tuesday afternoons, and the children have enjoyed 
several field trips to attractions nearby. 


The library presently accommodates a large number of books which 
should be catalogued this summer and be more readily available both 
to students and residents. 


It has been a profitable and challenging year; mainly it has been a 
time to lay the foundation for future years in the new school. We hope 
that we have built a solid and true foundation.
